Refering tothe recent loss by fire 
of 25,000 barrels of “‘Old Bourbon ”’ 
the Salt Lake 7ribune savs: When 
a cyclone struck Louisville some 
months ago the proud people of that 
city gave the world notice that, while 
the calamity was a crushing one, thev 
would take care of their own poor, and 


did not need ontside help. It remains 
to be seen whether that brave and 
independent spirit will still be pre- 
served under the calamity of losing 
25,000 barrels of first-class Kentucky 
whisky. There mav not be an open 
complaint, but if there is none it will 
he a consolation to their minds of those 
Louisvillians, that tears of sympathy 
were shed for them vesterday wherever 
the telegraph heralded their loss. The 
ravages of a cvclone can be repaired. 
Rent and shipwrecked buildings can 
be restored, or the ground can he 
cleared off and new structures erected ; 
but when 25,000 barrels of Kentucky 
whisky all go in a conflagration that 
is an utter loss. There are no ruins 
left even to tell of property values 
consrumed and bright hopes wrecked 
forever, no ruins’fave in the hearts of 
the losers.

NEVADA'S DEVELOPMEDT. 


The Searé of Trade Calls Upon the 
Men Whe Have Made Fertuncs 
in Nevads to Assist in Building 
Up the stare. 

The following is a copy of a letter 
addressed by the State Board of Trade 
to some of the men who have made 
fortunes in Nevada and left the State 
to enjoy the luxuries of other climes. 
It is a plea to them to contribute some- 
thing to the working fand of the Board 
of Trade, who are trying to stimulate 
a more healthy order of things and 
bring the State out of the dumps and

Dear Str: The sentiment is largely 
held that Nevada is not a desirable 
place for the porsuit of agriculture and 
horticulture, but the fact is the reverse. 
There is hardly an acre of watered 
land in the State which, with safficient 
labor properly bestowed, will not pro- 
duce ten times as valuable crops as it 
does at present. The whole diSiculty lies 
in the scarcity of labor, consequent upon 
a disposition on the part of immigrants 
and laborers to risk their future in any 
other State in preference to this. 

If our rerources in soil, climate and 
mineral wealth could properly 
aoe before the toiling masses of 

urope and the Eastern States, thie 
sentiment would change instantly and 
the land in Nevada now devoted ex- 
clusively to raising food for cattle 
would be put to higher uses. The 
great stretches of fine lands on the 
Hamboldt, Walker, Truckee, Carson 
and other streanis now producing hay 
and grass, would be at least partially 
broken up and utilized for mixed agri- 
culture and horticulture, making food 
flor man and woman as well as for 
stock, and by that means gradually 
changing the practice of importing 
everything we eat, wear and handle at 
the bighest prices. All the objections 
that can be urged against the settle- 
ment of Nevada will disappear if frugal 
and industrious people can be iaduced 
lo come here and work as men work 
to raise crops in other countries. 

If it is said that freight rates are too 
high to export crops, the answer is 
that before exporting we must supply 
our own needs, and instead of bringing 
in hain, bacon, butter, egys, fruit and 
vegetables, we must produce them at 
bome. It can be said, too, that the 
men who come here can afford to live 
off their farine without exporting any- 
thing and still be far ahead of their 
condition in their old homes. It can 
also be said that no railroad ever re- 
fused, or ever will refuse, profitable 
business, acd when there is a surplus, 
provision can be made to market it. 

Before any of these desirable results 
can be accomplished, however, a sen- 
timent must be created in favor of Ne- 
vada as a howe for a small portion, at 
least, of the large classes that are look- 
ing for new fields of labor. This can 
only be done by persistent and system- 
atic effort in placing facts and figures 
right in the hands of the individuals 
themselves, and in order to do that, 
funds beyond these now at the com- 
mand of the Board of Trade are abso- 
lutely necessary. 

We appeal *to you in the matter in 
the hope that your long connection 
with the State and your well-known 
liberality in matters of general impor- 
tance will induce you to aid in the 
work. We can assure you that the 
funds of the Board will be put to the : 
best possible use for the State as a 
whole, and will be glad to explain the 
plans pursued and get the benefit of 
vour advice if vour time will permit. 
Accompanying this we send pamphiets 
showing the objects to be attained and 
the line of policy adopted. 

It is unnecessary to say to you that 
every mateiial interest will be en- 
hanced by the growth of a State like 
ours. Civilization everywhere is ad- 
vanced by development in any part of 
the earth. The country as a whole 
will feel the good effect of an increase 
in wealth and population in the weak- 
est member in the Uniun. But only 
upon the State itself will the full ben 
efit fall. It is at the bottom to-day. 
but the trembling of a hend will start 
it on its upward course, and the re- 
sults of one united and determined 
effort at this time on the part of all of 
its friends will be felt for ages to come 
This appeal is made to those who, like 
yourself, have bad large interests in 
Nevada, and have prospered by reason 
o them. May we not count upon 
your sympathy and aid in such a work 
now ?

NEW FISHING GROUNDS, 
Treat Weighing Over Tes Pounds 


Taken From the Lake. | 

The discovery of fish fifteen years of 
age in White Rock lake has created . 
considerable excitement, both at Inde- 
pendence, and as soon as the find be- 
Comes generally known there bids fair 
to be a rush for the lake. A Gazerre 
man yesterday taw one of the beauties 
that was taken from the lake, which 


weighed good eight pounds. It meas- 
ured 27 inches in length and 12% 
inches in circumference, and was by 
no means the largest caught on that 


day. One weighed over 10 pounds, 
and some have been hauled out that 
—¥ down the scales to 11 pounds. 

be first day’s angling netted two 
fishermen 200 pouuds, and the second 
day’s effort was about equalled by the 
first. On the first day a few trout 
were landed that weighed over 49 
pounds. This proved a stunner to old 
fishermen at Truckee when they were 
laid side by side for observation. All 
a fish were taken with hook and 

ine. 

Until recently this lake has been 
known to but few, and that fish ex- 
isted in its waters was not known to 
anybody; bot revent catches prove to 
certainty tnat the lake must have been 
stocked at least fifteen vears ayo with 
the same kind as are in Independence. 
The lake is a beautiful sheet of water 
about three-quarters of a mile square, 
and very deep. One fisherman with a 
steel wire line 145 feet in length failed 
to touch the bottom, his judgment 
being that it was at least 200 feet in 
depth. 

The location of White Rock lake is 
west of the Independence Lake Hotel, 
and about three miles northwest of the 
head of the lake, where a trail takes 
one to the new FE] Dorado. Those 
wishing to go there should go to Inde- 
pendence Lake Hotel, where arrange- 
men.s can be made for pack animals, 
and fishing tackle procured, and all 
necessary arrangements made. In 
fact, this is the most accessible route, 
as a trail leads around the north side 
of Independence lake.

Colonel Inman Repeats a Tale Told by the 


O.id Freotiersms1a—Hew a Maud of 
Indians Serpraei a Body of 
Cacie Sam's Troops. 


Ons night, nearly twenty-five years 
aco, 1 was camped with Kit Carson, 
Lucien L. Maxwell, General Carleton of 


the regular army and a couple of | 
F Apache Indians, half way up the rugsrod ; 
| sides of the Raton Range, in the Rock- 


ies, writes Colonel Inman in the Kansas 
City Star. It was terribly cold, al- 
though n.id-summer, and we huddled 
yund. little fire of pine knots, + ang 

and feet above the sea love 
to the timber limit We had no Sasuke: 
ets, and, of course, were compelled to 
situp through the lung huurs, swoke 
and tell storics to keep awake. 

The night was very dark, there was 
no moon, and fortuuately Carsun wasios 
agood humer for talking -usually he 
was the most reticent of wen ce 
ing himsclf. Maxwell made acasual re- 
mark in relation Ww some isolated peak 
near by, just discernible in the dark- 
noss, connecting the locality with some 
he had with the Utes ten ora 
ears before, and Lis story opened 
‘s mouth, Who sanl it reminded him 
of the worst “difiecults” he ever 
into, and the only time when tne 
Indians really ‘‘fouled” tim. Kit al- 
Wi allied his troubles with the sav- 
‘dificults.” So Kit rolled a fresh 
“urcllu, ile the rest of 
us fille riar-woods and listened at- 
tentively to the famous old man—Max- 
well, of euurse, already familiar 

}hiseariy life, but the story was 
new to the General and nyself. 

It was in isis; both be and Maxwell 
were principal guides and hunters witb 
Genoral Juin C. Fremont on his expe- 
dition to the mouth of the Columbia. 
When in the Sierra Nevadas, the Gen- 
eral sent Carson one day in advance of 
the main column to select a suitable 
campaign place, where the expedition 
Wus to remain several days fur the pur- 

taking some astronomical obser- 

The essentials were good 
r, timber and game, yet near an el- 
evated point where there were not 
too many trees to shut out a fair view of 
the beavens. Kit started on his mission, 
moving so that he would not be more 
than two or three days in advance of the 
General, *‘blazing” his way, and setting 
up other signs agreed upon, by which 
his trail could be easily followed. The 
second afternoon out, it must have been 
near the crost of the Snowy range that 
marks the boundary between what is 
now Nevada and California according 
to Carson’s description, he found a spot 
that fulfilled the Gencral’s requirements 
perfectly. It wasa heavily timbered bot- 
, through which ran a pebbly brook, 
above which, at an clevation of only a 
few hundred feet, was a hill almos: de- 
nuded by trees, with a flat prairie of 
soveral acres in extent—just the place 
uments to advantage. 

Kit camped in the timbered bottom on 
account of the intensely cold nights of 
the high altituac, making a big tire of 
logs, by which allihe mn 
towards it, roiled up in their 
he volunteering to stand guard the first 
portion of the watch. Le walked 
around, smoking cigarettes, untilho got 
warmed through, then he would stand 
in the shadow cf one of the big trees 
ncar the men, keeping his cye skinned, 
as he calied it. Nume time ufter the 
men were all asleen—perhaps an hour 
and a half had clapsed sinco the last 
smoker had knocked the ashes out of 
his pipe, rolled hioself up and was 
snoring lustily—the wolves commenced 
to make aterrible noise in tbe timber. 
Kit said he could hear them growl and 
snap their jaws and fight and run 
through the brush. apparently coming 
nearer to the fire as they cavortoed 
around. Pretty soon, Kit said he could 
see them playing together, but he did 
not want to shoot at them and drive 
them away; ho kuew the report of bis 
ride would only wake up the men who 
were slocping so nicely after their hard 
cays march; besides he knew they were 
harmless, and were only @ tracted by 
the fre and the game the wen Lud Lung
